MRS. CARRIE CHICK 



To Paralysis, Sunday Evening 
at the Home of Her Sister, 
Mrs. Ed Oglesby. Lived in 
Mt. Sterling Thirty Years. 

The funeral of Mis. Carrie Watkins 
Chic* was held at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs Kdward Oglesby, Tuesday after 
noon at a o'clock, followed by the inter 
m«nt in the Cloverport cemetery The 
services were conducted by Rev. W L. 
Baker The pnll bearers were: Messrs 
S. I* Conrad, Wm. Allen, Joe Allen, C. 
K. Keil and Chas E. Lightfoot. 

Mrs Chick passed away Sunday eve 
ning at 11 :05 o'clock, death being ilue 
to paralysis While she was living in 
Mt. Sterling. Mrs. Chick was stricken 
with paralysis, leaving her helpless and 
she was brought here to the home of her 
sister, Mrs Oglesby, where she has been 
confined to her bed and an invalid's chair 
for three years. Her condition has been 
gradually growing worse for the last two 
weeks and since Saturday her death was 
momentarily expected. 

Mrs. Chick was the widow of Mr. 
George K. Chick, of Mt. Sterling, where 
she lived for thirty years. She is the 
first of six children of the late Mr. and 
Mrs Will Watkins, to be taken. The 
other children are: Mrs. Oglesby. Mrs. 
Mannie Moorman, Mr Will Watkins and 
Mr. Thos. Watkins, of St. Joseph, Mo , 
and Mr Alfred Watkins, of Fueblo, Cal. 
Although she was born in Louisville, 
August lo, I85J, Mrs. Chick spent her 
girlhood in Cloverport and Holt where 
she moved with her parents. When she 
was sixteen years old she united with 
the Cloverport Methodist church, the old 
church was being repaired ht that time 
and she was taken in while services were 
being held at Tierce's Hall. Mrs. Chick 
was a devotee of the church and its or- 
ganizations. Not being able to attend 
she often requested cottage prayer meet- 
ings to be held at her home Mrs. Chick 
was an unusually handsome woman and 
even in her declining years she retained 
her beauty and lovable character.

LIEUT ROOSEVELT 
BURIED IN GERMANY 

Near Spot Where He Fell. 
Military Honors Given Him 
By Germans According to the 
Wolff Bureau. 



The death of Lieut. Quentin Roose- 
velt, age 21 and the youngest son of 
ex president Roosevelt hits been con- 
llrmed bv a Wolff Bureau message 
from the front according to a Berlin 
despatch received In Amsterdam July2l. 

Lieut. Roosevelt was in his first 
actual service July 3, and on July 11, 
he brought down his first Boche and 
the 14, he met his death while attacking 
a German machine. 

Young Roosevelt is said to have 
been very much like his father in 
temperament and therefore won very 
popular with his friends and relatives 

In regard to his burial the Wolff 
Bureau correspondent reported as fol- 
lows: 

"On Sunday, July I4, an American 
squadron of twelve battleplanes was 
trying to break through the German 
defeuse over the Marne. In the vlo. 
lent combat which ensued with seven 
German machines, one American 
aviator stubbornly made repeated at- 
tacks. This culminated In a 
tween him and a 

missioned officer who after a short 
fight succeeded in getting good aim 
at his brave but unexperienced op 
ponnent, whose machine fell after a 
few shots near the village of Cham 
bray, tea kilometers north of the 
Marne. 

"His pocket ca e showed him to be 
Lieut yueutin Roosevelt, of the Avia- 
tion Section of the United Stales army 
The personal belongings of the fallen 
airm .n nre being carelullv kept with 
a view to sending them later to his 
relatives. The earthly remains of the 
brave young airman were buried with 
military honors by German airmen 
near Chambray at the spot where h 
fell."

Navy, to lessen and prevent t e w... Ic 
of fuel, and to secure an adc>|u.ue 
supply and equitable distrilmtion and 
prevent, locally and generally, scar- 
city thereof, and that to these ends, 
it is necessary that the use of fuel 
shall be limited and restricted ii the 
manner hereinafter set forth. 

The United States Fuel Adminis- 
trator, acting under authority of an 
Executive Order of the President of 
the United States, dated 23 August, 
1!)17, appointing said Administrator, 
and of subsequent Executive Orders 
and in furtherance of the purpose of 
said orders and of the Act of Con 
gress therein referred to and approv 
ed August 10, 1U17. 

HEREBY ADJUDGES that in his 
opinion the use of fuel, or of light 
generated or produced by the use or 
consumption of fuel for any of the 
purposes hereinafter described, ex- 
cept as hereinafter provided, is waste- 
ful, and that any person using fuel 
or light for such purposes, except as 
aforesaid, is engaging in awasteful 
practice or device in handling or deal- 
ing with fuel, and that the use of 
fuel or light for such purpose except 
as aforesaid is prejudicial and injur- 
ious to the national security and de- 
fense and a cause for scarcity locally 
and generally, and said United States 
Fuel Administrator, 

HEREBY ORDERS AND DI- 
RECTS that, until further or othre 
orders of the United States Fuel Ad- 
ministrator, and subjects to modifi- 
cation hereafter from time to time 
and at any time, 

L No city, village or town and no 
person, firm or corporation under any 
contract with any city, village or 
town, shall use or consume any coal, 
oil, gas or other fuel for the main- 
tenance of lights' in the streets, parks 
or other public places of such city, 
village or town, except under the fol- 
lowing restrictions and limitations: 
(a) Street illumination automati- 
cally lighted, maintained by or for 
any such city, village or town, in the 
streets, parks or other public places 
thereof, shall not be lighted before 
sunset and shall be turned out not 
later than sunrise; 

(b Street illumination lighted by 
hand in any such city, village or town 
shall conform as nearly as may be to 
the retirements hereinabove pre- 
scribed for automatic lights; 

(c) The amount of public light- 
ing in any city, village or town shall 
be only so much as may be necessary 
for safety, and the use of lights

Me is president of the Farmer's 
1'nion of Arkansas and has wide exper 
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been arr. njjed between the local Fuel 
Admin istr ti.m nd t e proper muni- 
cip.il or town authorities as herein- 
above provided, within ten (10) days 
from and after the effective date of 
this order, said State Fuel Admin- 
istrator is hereby authorized to pre- 
scribe such regulations for such city, 
village or town, and the same shall 
be valid and binding, 

3. Out-door lights within a city, 
village or town, other than those 
mentioned in paragraph Number 1 of 
this order, which involve, directly or 
indirectly, the use or consumption of 
coal, oil, gas or other fuel, shall not 
be lighted until thirty minutes after 
sunset 

4. (a) The use of lights gener- 
ated or produced by the use or con- 
sumption of coal, gas, oil or other 
fuel, for illuminating or displaying of 
any building shall be entirely dis- 
continued on Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday of each 
week, within New England and the 
States of New York, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland 
and the District of Columbia, and 
shall be entirely discontinued on 
Monday and Tuesday of each week 
in all the remainder of the United 
States. 

EXCEPTION: Bona fide roof 
gardens where meals are served and 
out-door restaurants, also establish- 
ments devoted exclusively to the ex- 
hibition of out-door moving pictures 
at which admission is charged, are 
exempt from this section. 

4. (b) The use of lights gener- 
ated or produced by the use or con- 
sumption of fuel for illuminating or 
displaying any shop windows, 9tore 
windows or any signs in show win- 
dows, shall be discontinued from sun- 
rise to sunset and shall also he dis- 
continued on the nights specified in 
paragraph 4 (a). 

5. The State Fuel Administrators 
within the several states are hereby 
directed and autharized to see that 
the provisions of this order are obey- 
ed and carried out within their sev- 
eral states, to report violations there- 
of to the United States Fuel Admin- 
istrator, and to recommend to him ac- 
tion to be taken with respect to such 
violations. 

This order shall be effective on and 
after July 34. 1018.

DUTY OFJM PAYERS 

Fully Explaided by Hon. Roy J. 
C 3 1 n , S — y s Am c n d tw g n t Pro™ 
vides That Commissioner's 
Duty is To See Every Tax 
Payer. 

SECTION OF ACT GIVEN 



There appears to be considerable ques 
tion and some misunderstanding in re- 
gard to the duty of the taxpayer under 
recent legislation affecting the assess- 
ment of property. 

The impression seems to prevail that it 
is tha duty of the taxpayer to appear be- 
fore the County Tax Commissioner (As- 
sessor) in bis office at the County Seat 
in order to properly list his property and 
that this the only lawful manner in 
which property can be listed. 

The original Bill provided for just such 
a course but it was so vigorously op- 
posed that an amendment was offered 
and carried providing that the Commis- 
sioner (Assessor) or his deputy must see 
each taxpayer in person or call at his 
residence for the purpose of assessing 
his property. If the taxpayer is not at 
home the Commissioner leaves a notice 
and schedule, where the taxpayer, with 
in the prescribed time, must certify to 
same before the Commissioner (Assessor) 
or his deputy or anyoue authorized to 
administer an oath and return same to 
the Commissioner (Assessor). 

While it is not so written in the law, 
it was ginerally understood by the mem- 
bers of the Legislature, especially those 
of us who approved the original Bill, 
that the County Tax Commissioner (As- 
sessor) would instruct his deputies so no- 
tify the taxpayers to meet them at the 
varioua voting precincts or other con- 

of luting 



their property. 

It seems to me that this woe Id be the 
most convenient to all concerned end the 
best way to secure the assessments as it 
would avoid the possibility ot inconveni- 
ence to the taxpayer should he be away 
from home when the Commissioner (As. 
sessor) called and would also save the 
Commissioner (Assessor) considerable 
riding and annoyance at failing to find 
the taxpayer.

Dash and Courage in Second Battle i of the Marne Add New Luster 
to Old Glory— Remarkable Description of the Arts, Devices 



KEEP TOOLS UNDER SHELTER 



Modern wnr has knocked spots out 
of the spectacular fentures of battle, 
because It Is chiefly innchlne mnde. 

The scenes of popular fancy — the 
kind one reads shout In history and 
which have been perpetuated In poet- 
ry and on canvas — are relics of the 
past. Seldom, If ever, anything ap- 
proaching them occurs on the western 
front. In spile of the staggering amount 
of men and war eqnlpmi'tit used. 

War has been revolutionized and the 
secflnd battle of the Marne proved It — 
the battle In which the Amerlcau ex- 
peditionary forces by their dash and 
courage added luster to the folds of 
OM <ilory. 



tlal music to thrill our men In olive 
drab. They did not march Into the 
fray en masse nor to the front In any- 
thing resembling the average civilian's 
conception of the entry of troops Into 
battle. 

They arrived In French trucks driv- 
en by Hindu-Chinese chauffeurs In 
clouds of dust, tumbled off, scurried 
to cover and took up the camouflaged 
positions made necessary hy the se- 
verest open fighting of the war. They 
became In a jiffy part of the army in- 
visible. 

Feature of Modern Warfare. 

And right there develops a feature 
that Is one of the most curious of all 
modern warfare — the successful con- 
cealment of whole divisions and corps. 
Nobody who lias not been privileged 
to go to the front and travel hack of j 
ifre lines can begin to appreciate the 
marvel. It Is a case of doing n Kellar- 
the-(ireat with an army — by modern 
military legerdemain, making thou- ' 
sands of men, horses, mules, guns, 
Kreat atid small, disappear us If the 
i'arth bad swallowed them. 

You can motor along country high- 
ways through Ihe most delightful farm- 
ing country and scarcely catch a 
glimpse of Ihe army as you go, save 
the truck and ambulance trains in the 
rear, the sentries and staff and regi- 
mental I dquarters. The lighting 

units are strung out over country plow- 
ed and seeded for this season's crops, 
but you don't see enough of them to 
conclude that there is even I good- 
ilied regiment on the Job. 

Thus has the art of camouflage been 
lievoloped— a new and Int crest ins sci- 
ence of modern warfare still In its pri- 
mary stages in spite of all thnt has 
been dime. 

As you motor well within the zone 
at high explosives, shrapnel and gas, 
roil catch fleeting glimpses of men,jind 
animals an I chow guns between the 
foliage, and batteries ingeniously 
screened from Ihe eagle eyes and the 
lenses of enemy aviators and balloon 
observers. You are astounded to note 
iow cleverly the topography and the

When our men were rushed Into the 
flood of strife on the Marne and re- 
lieved French units fagged by days 
ind nights of Incessant fighting, hurl- 
?d hack the Germans with heavy loss- 
es, und held the highway to I'arls, they 
passed thousands of refugees who had 
hurriedly evacuated farms and ham- 
lets and towns. 

Theae refugees were exhausted by 
Trlght and travel and loss of sleep. 
They wero pushing wheelbarrows or 
'■aliy carriages containing all the 
household treasures that they had been 
nhle to save, while others with more 
warning and greater facilities, rode on 
carts great and small, plied high with 
chairs and bedding and mirrors aud 
pictures. 

Little tots slept In the eddies of 
these loads. I aaw one huge load 
drawn by six oxen the color of milk. 
The head of the houae was driving 
and his wife and four children were 
perched on the loud. Dangling from 
the back was a bicycle, a doll'a car- 
riage, and In the latter were tucked 
a toy gun and sword and a French 
doll with one eye. The owner In hei 
mother's lap on high hud her favorlt. 
dolly clutched to her little 




valors, when clouds of 
appeared aud there careened pusl 
hundreds of huge army truck* 
In them were Amerlcau soldlera, 
tanned the color of leather and 
lad of them amlllng or singing, 
were coming to fight for the 
nd safety of theae old men and

Their cheers and thelr.laugbter and 
their snntches of songs had a wonder- 
ful effect on the sorrowful refugees, 
who forgot their discomforts, losses 
and dangers and cheered anil threw 
to their defenders ftofm over- 
i beloved Anlerlen. Said a 
French ofllcer at my side: 

"The spirit and exuberance of your 
men are overpowering. our people 
have been lighting four yeurs. Out 
men on the Marne Tjave lutt^o time 
to sleep or eat. In loanriTg^us these 
Americ an troops at this time your com- 
—dan anil your country show they 
are heart and soul In this fight. You 
have given nowUffv'atjjl courage to 
the refugees. You huve given new life 
to our fighting forces. y Y,mf are coming 
fresh and strong 'nitti vvmit do you 
call It? Oul, the punchi It Is wonder- 
ful. It la superb. It Mf'.v* elded our 
people more closely than ever." 

Show Their Gratitude. . 
And the French popV*ce Showed 
their gratitude In divers ways, by the 
eloquent ovation to our wounded on 
their way to I'arls In ambulances, In 
speeches and public prlgts,-.and In 
streets and highways., wherever an 
American uniform, showed llflfjif.

Aperniont 
Woods aud Seleheprey Unil the curry- 
ing and holding bf -the .village of Can- 
tigny againsl , a"'scries of savage but 
futile Herman counter-attacks, and, t lie 
biggest and most brilliant American 
performance of nil In stopping the 
drive on I'arls, which molded a new 
public sentiment and u fervor of en- 
thusiasm everywhere apparent. The 
YunUs had come ami made good. Apre- 
mont Woods, Selcheprey, Cantlgny and 
the Marne were indexes of greater 
American achievements. 

The concentration of sufficient Amer- 
ican forces at this critical pivot wus 
a big feather In the cap df the Ameri- 
can commanders. Thousands of men, 
ample supplies and ammunition and 
the Impedimenta that goes with a mod- 
ern army were thrown Into the gap and 
the German tide was stemmed. 

As we rode over the dusty hill at 
daybreak we saw hundreds of colored 
Moroccans in their red turbuns lying 
exhausted ulong the road and under 
the trees. We saw French nrtlllery 
niul infantry leave positions that had 
been filled by our men during the 
night. And. oh! the spectucle of our 
fellows going in with their firm chins, 
their broad backs and their fearless 
eyes— going Into hell. 

Had to Leave Quickly. 
American ollicers bivouacked In a 
schoolhouse and converted the rooms 
Into ollices where maps were unfurled 
■Dd strung. The Ink was still in the 
little wells in the pupils' desks aud 
tin re Were chalk examples and sen- 
tences on the blackboards. We brewed 
coffee a&d breakfasted on war bread 
and aaJd in a little white cement 
house where everything was in pluce. 
The owuers had to leave quickly, suv- 
lng only a few family effects. The 
quaint family clock was ticking on the 
mantel. 

Poultry cackled in the yard and two 
cows munched under a shelter. Cour- 
iers on motorcycles as white as If they

BEST GROWTH OF ASPARAGUS 



Plant Favors Soil Rich in Vegetable 
Matter— Get Field Ready Dur- 
ing Fall Season. 

Asparagus makes the best growth In 
soils abounding In vegetnhle matter. 
The field should bo got ready In the 
fall 

This means that manure should be 
used with the greatest freedom, and 
If clover sods are available, they 
should' help materially In the starting 

of the plantation. 

Land of any kind to be planted with 
this crop should be heavily manured 
nnd plowed In the fall; repenting the 
operation and adding more manure the 
following spring. 

The plowing should be as deep as 
possible, although care should be ex- 
ercised to avoid turning up too much 
of the sub-soil. 

Disk and cutaway harrows may be 
used to good advantage in preparing 
the soil. Effort sh> *tild lie made to get 
a fine bed to the full depth of the 
plow furrow, with all vegetable mat- 
ter thoroughly Incorporated with the 
soil.

CORRECT WAY TO MILK COWS 

Scrape Droppings Into Gutter and 
Work Teats and Udders Clean- 
Keep Hands Smooth. 

Before commencing to milk the 
droppings of the cows should be 
scraped Into the gutter and the teats 
and udders worked clean and wiped 
dry. Alwaya milk with clean hands, 
and If your hands are hard and rough 
keep a cup of goose grease or hard 
and sweet oil at the stable, and once 
a day, or before milking, rub u little 
on the Inside of your bunds; just 
enough to muke them feel smooth. 
Some of the grease should he rubbed 
on the teats If they are rough or cut 
with briars. An expert will milk a 
row giving two gallons of milk In 
five minutes. A steady, even motion, 
filling the teat with milk at every 
pressure of the hands. Is the most 
rapid way of milking and the moat 
agreeable to the cow.

nene Fonck, the young ace of aces 
who recently won his forty-ninth offi- 
cially recorded victory, may best.be de- 
scribed as the man with perfect nerve, 
but no trace of nerves. Those tvho 
have had the opportunity to study, hjm 
closely believe this superb polse. ls th? 
secret of his success. 

To show how free he Is from -foibles? 

Most famous aviators become ' at- 
tached , to a favorite machine. .When 
they have won a few victories In (t 
they regard It with affectlbn. even 
with superstition; It Is lucky. 

By contrast. Fonck has a habit of 
giving his mnchlne to nny youngster 
who hns Just won his pilot's commis- 
sion nnd who has caught the great 
ace's fancy. 

"Try this one. lad." he will say. "It 
seems to be all right." and thus passes 
title to a plane In which he hasdowned 
two or three Germans. 

Then he takes the next machine sent 
to the camp from the factory. 
Built Like a Boxer. 

Fonck Is of medium height and 
weight and hns the walk and carriage 
of a skillful boxer. Men of scientific 
bent say his reflexes are perfect — 
Incredibly swift and accurate. Besides 
this he has extraordinary vision. It 
hns happened more thnn once when he 
hns led a squadron thnt he hns sig- 
naled to the other pilots *hc npproach 
of a German plnne, Its exact location, 
the angle from which It should he at- 
tacked and Its speed, all this before 
any of the others had seen- "it at all. 

It need hardly be added that he Is a 
remarkably accurate shot, another 
proof of his superb vision nnd perfect 
nerve control. 

I.Ike all the great fliers, he Is a fa- 
natic on the subject. When he talks 
It Is of nothing but motors, new mod- 
els of plnnes, aerial tactics and ma- 
chine guns. But more often he sits 
through dinner with his friends with- 
out uttering n syllable. 

Speaking of tactics, he has none, or 
at least no set method. He Improvises 
ns he goes along. Like the other pu- 
pils of that great instructor of fliers, 
Commandant Brocard. he Is full of in- 
genious surprises. Incidentally, Bro- 
card believed In him from the first. A 
year ago Georges Prade, a Journalist 
of note, wns talking to the master, ex- 
pressing his fears for the future of 
the combat squadrons with Dorme, Nn- 
varre, Rochefort, Lenoir gone, and 
Guynemer nnd Nungesser fighting on 
by sheer will power nnd determination 
despite wounds which would have 
crippled the ordinary man. Brocard 
replied simply: 

Had a Card Up Hla Sleeve. 

"But we have Fonck. Do you know 
Fonck? He Is unique." 

Fonck was all but unknown. 

But he could not remnln long In ob- 
scurity—not a young mnn who kept 
putting down plnne after plane (his 
score now Is over sixty, eleven having 
fnllen out of sight of official observers) 
and always without a scratch to him- 
setr or his machine. For Fonck never 
has been wounded. Many of his vic- 
tories were won before the Germnn 
adversary had a chance to fire a shot. 
Incidentally he Is said to know more 
about Germnn aviation than any other 
man among the allies. 

Brocard taught him to fly anything 
and everything. Including the first ar- 
tillery observation machine with two 
motors. Fonck himself says he liked 
every machine he ever tried except the 
one he attempted to make out of his 
mother's buffet when he was ten years 
old. He spoiled the buffet, he says, 
and the results were painfully unsatis- 
factory. 

Finally, he Is modest ; he keeps say- 
ing he Is lazy, and very likely he really 
means it, because he keeps comparing 
himself to Guynemer. Guynemer was 
always In the air; he was untiring, at 
work hour after hour. Fonck by com- 
parison flies seldom. He never goes up 
unless he feels Just like It. He cannot 
conquer this reluctance to systematic 
dally work, he says. Which seems to 
show that, after all, he Is human and 
has a falling.

Examine Them Carefully Whether on 
Pasture or in Barn — Keep Toea 
Properly Trimmed. 

Look frequently at the feet of the 
colts, whether on the pasture or In 
the barn, and remedy things before 
they get bad. Keep the toea trimmed 
down to the proper length and do not 
allow the heels to run over and get 
round. If the feet are kept rounded 
on the toe and of the proper length, 
the tendency to split and crack will be 
reduced to a minimum. In the stable 
the feet ahould be frequently cleaned 
and trimmed and the frog kept In Its 
proper shape.

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LETTERS TO GERMANY 



Follow Plan Which Is as Spy- 
Proof as Is Possible to 
Devise. 

To prevent the possibility of valu- 
able information gettiug Into Germany, 
the American Hed Cross, In sending 
letters behind the enemy lines at the 
request of persons lu this country, Is 
following carefully a plan worked out 
by the stute department to do away 
with code. 

Americans, Germans or others In the 
United Stales wishing to cointuunicate 
with relatives In Germany must now 
write out their messages in Red Cross 
chapters throughout the country. 
These are sent through the division of- 
ficers of the organization to national 
headquarters. Here they are rewrit- 
ten and the wording absolutely chung- 
ed to prevent the sending of any dia- 
gram or secret code. The messuges 
are given to the censorship board und 
are passed or refused by them as the 
case muy be. When they reach a neu- 
tral country, they are translated on 
other paper and In most cases delivered 
by the Red Cross of the place, to which 
they go. The plan la 
spy proof us It Is possible to 

During the last 25 years the practice 
has grown up that welfare inquiries 
nnd messages shall be permitted be- 
tween civilians In countries which are 
at war with each other. The promis- 
cuous sending of letters through or- 
ganizations In neutral countries could 
not be permitted because of the large 
number of enemies In the country. To 
prohibit entirely the sending of mes- 
sages would, for example, prevent a 
loyal American from finding out wheth- 
er his sister, unfortunately married to 
n German, wus alive or dead. Pro- 
hibition was In force for a time and 
pitiful appeuls were received by the 
Red Cross from French, Belgians aud 
Italluus begglug the society to get 
word for them aa to whether their peo- 
ple in the occupied districts were still 
alive. 

The state department presented to 
the Red Cross the present plan lu de- 
tail and asked that the Red Cross put 
It Into effect. As It was purely hu- 
manitarian work, the government 
could do no more than supervise the 
work. 

Today the Amerlcun Red Cross Is 
seudlng an averuge of 1,800 letter* a 
day to persona living behind the enemy 
lines. This work is done through 
Washington headquarters of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross by the bureau of com- 
munication of which Edward M. Day la 
acting director. 



Successful Experiments at Min- 
eola May Result in Their Be- 
ing Allowed to Enlist. 

Army officers of the Mlneoln avia- 
tion field believe that the Ideal air 
fighter has been found — the deaf mute. 
As a result of tests made with recent 
; graduates from the New York Instl- 
I tutlon for the Deaf and Dumb It Is be- 
! Ileved that the war department will 
! soon nuthorize their enrollment In the 
I flying service nnd thnt a new field of 
I war endeavor will be opened to thou- 
| sands of young men all over the coun- 
try. 

Curiously enough It has been dis- 
covered that deafness eliminates one 
| of the most dangerous factors In the 
! training of military aviators. The man 
| who was born normal but who has 
lost his hearing has no sense of mo- 
tion, so It Is explained by MnJ. William 
H. Van Tassell, assistant principal of 
the Institution. As a result he loses 
the fear and the feeling of dizziness 
which a great altitude often causes In 
the normal man. 

"A number of our graduates have 
been tried out In airplanes at Mlneola 
for several Sundays past," said Major 
Van Tassell, "und the tests have been 
so successful that It Is quite likely they 
will be allowed to enlist. It will de- 
pend upon how further experimenta- 
tion, which Is now in progress, turns 
out. 

"The deaf have no sense of motion. 
If they lose the sense of hearing, after 
once having possessed It, they cannot 
tell, for Instance, whether they are 
swinging In a hammock or whether It 
is stationary. They never become sea- 
sick or dizzy In high altitudes and lose 
all sense of dread, such as Is expe- 
rienced by normul persons. The ex- 
plosions of airplane engines are entire- 
ly unheard by the mutes, although In 
all other respects they are exactly as

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HOOVER TELLS 
BIG PROBLEM OF 
PRICE CONTROL 

Too Much Regulation May Re- 
sult in Cut of Product. 



(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT) 
Washington, D. C. July 10— (Spe- 
cial.)— That large profits for low cost 
producers are essential to stimulation 
of maximum output by high cost pro- 
ducers and that the only feasible 
mcthhod of curbing profiteering is to 
impose a high war profits tax is the 
opinion of Food Administrator Hoov- 
er, expressed in a reply to a letter 
from Simmons, chairman of the sen- 
ate finance committee. 

"My view," Mr. Hoover says, "is 
that broad regularity restraints now 
in force are essential in commodity 
handling in the face of shortages. I 
am equally convinced that a large 
percentage of extra normal profits 
earned out of war conditions, whether 
by wore fortunately situated mem- 
bers of regulated trades or otherwise, 
should be appropriated to the public 
treasury through taxation." 

Cites Business of Packers 
Mr. Hoover cites the business of 
the Chicago meat packers as a case 
in point. 

"There is an additional phase of 
the limitation of profits by regula- 
tion where such regulation needs co- 
ordination with taxation," says Mr. 
Hoover. "If a regulation of profits 
or price is placed at so low a level 
as to restrain the profits of the low 
cost producer to a normal profit, it 
will not only cut off high cost pro- 
ducers and increase the shortage, but 
sometimes gives to the low cost pro- 
ducer the entire field and means the 
crowding out of many business con- 
cerns. In many industries it means 
bigger businesses will be extinguish- 
ed. 

"This is typically the case in the 
meat packing industry. The five 
large concerns together kill about 40 
per cent of the animals of the coun- 
try. They will this year produce 
about seven billion pounds of meat 
products. 

Small Margin Profits Huge. 

"They are so regulated as to profits 
on animal business (in fact on all 
business except foreign holdings and 
non food business) that their earn- 
ings could not exceed one cent per 
pound of meat products produced. 
Yet if they earned this amount they 
would earn $70,00o,000 per annum. I 
am sure the packers themselves will 
agree upon their pre-war experience 
that this would be an inordinate pro- 
fit. On the other hand, a further 
drastic lowering of profits would, in 
some branches of the business cover- 
ed by the packers, drive struggling 
competition from the field. 

"The abnormal profits out of war 
conditions of the favorably situated 
producer can only be reached by tax 
ation, unless, by regulation, we take 
the risk of curtailing production and 
the demoralization of the economic 
conditions of the country. Further 
more, if such increased taxation were 
imposed, it would enable regulation 
to be carried out with amore liberal 
hand and less friction." 

Points Danger of Shortage. 

Mr. Hoover says that "extra pro 
fits out of war are hateful," but that 
it is impossibde to eliminate profi- 
teering by regulation alone and still 
maintain the maximum production 
necessary to meet war demands. — 
Chicago Tribune.

of this great father of t 
apple-growing Industry, th 
Herald states. 

Johnny Appleseed was born In 
Springfield, Mass., In the year 1775, 
eventful in Amerlcnn history in more 
ways than one. About the year 1801 
he emigrated from Massachusetts, Join- 
ing those forces starting for tbe un- 
known western country. 

In the territory between Massachu- 
setts and Ohio, and as far as Indinna, 
Mr. Chapman was a familiar figure. 
He foresaw the tide of migration go- 
ing to the West, and seeing the need of 
fruit, devoted his life to Its culture. 
Gathering all the apple seeds he could 
secure in bis native state he would 
make long trips west, planting the 
seed and supplying the scattered set- 
tlers with enough to provide them with 
dependable orchards.

Oxygen Is essential to the 
sustaining of life In animals, Includ- 
ing human beings, and in breathing 
air they consume or appropriate the 
oxygen It contains and give out car- 
bonic acid gas. which Is poisonous. 
Plants do not consume oxygen, hot 
they consume carbonic acid, thus help- 
ing to purify the atmosphere, which Is 
to some extent rendered Impure by 
the breathing of animals. They do not 
generate oxygen, but they release It 
by consuming the carbonic acid. Tyn- 
dall, a celebrated scientist, says: "Con- 
sider all the fires In the world and all 
the animnls In the world continually 
pouring their cnrbonlc acid Into the 
atmosphere. Would It not be fi Ir to 
conrlnde that our air must b SMM 
more and more contaminated and unfit 
to support either combustion or life? 
This seems Inevitable, but ft would be 
a conclusion founded upon half knowl- 
edge, and therefore wrong. A provi- 
sion exists for continually purifying 
the atmosphere of Its excess of car- 
bonic acid. By the leaves of plants 
this gas Is absorbed, and within the 
leaves It » decomposed by the solar 
rays. The t. rbon Is stored up In the 
tree, while the pure oxygen Is restored 
to the atmosphere. Carbonic acid, In 
fact, Is to a great extent the nutriment 
of plants, and Innsmuch ns animals In 
the long run, derive their food from 
the vegetable world, this very gas. 
which at first sight might be regarded 
ns a deadly constituent of the utmos- 
phere, Is the main sustalner, both of 
vegetable nnd animal life."

Silkworms of the 

Plenty of worms live In the sen, 
ome of them are very beautiful 
creatures.

Cleaned, dried nnd passed 
through combs, It Is reduced to deli- 
cate threads of a lustrous brownish- 
yellow hue, which are woven Into 
gloves, stockings nnd other articles.

Origin of the Greek Church. 
Apart from theological discussions, 
such as those rising from the uddltlon 
of the words, "and the son," In the 
creed, the separation of the Latin und 
Greek churches may be traced to the 
founding of Constantinople and the 
political division of the Boman em- 
pire, according to u Bible student. 
Ignatius, pair-lurch of Constantinople, 
had been deposed, und was succeeded 
by Pbotlus, who summoned a council 
of the East In 867, and passed sen- 
tence of excommunication on the bish- 
op of Rome. The churches became re- 
united towards the end of the ninth 
century, and remained so until the 
middle of the eleventh century, when 
in 1004 Michael Cerularlus, patriarch 
of the East, renewed the condemna- 
tion of the Latin church, and was In 
turn excommunicated by Pope Leo 
IX Efforts toward reunion were 
made from time to time, and at Fer- 
rara (1489) the Oreek prelates signed 
a decree of union, but were forced 
by the people and clergy to repudiate 
It. Since then the two 
have remained separate.

One oyod way Is to start 
scares about revolutions and Internal 
disorder as a pretext for keeping a 
large part of the army at home. 

8. Demonstrate that the enemy Is 
unconquerable and victory hopeless. 
Play the "candid friend" and act as a 
depressant. 

9. Be very Jealous to prevent "en- 
tangling alliances" and be much con- 
cerned about the Monroe doctrine if 
we "mix ourselves In European quar- 
rels." A permanent league of nations 
would embarrass your Junker friends 
If they remain in power after the war. 
Germany can only hope to conquer 
other nations if th«y act selfishly and 
In isolation.
